dra un from the certainty of the rewards that attend the prac- 
- tice of virtue, and the puniſhments decreed to irreligion aud 
vice in the next. ſtate of life, powerfully applied to our hopes 
and fears, the ſtrength and ſupport of piety and moral good- 
gneſs fall tothe ground. „„ 
That the paſſions are the blemiſh and diſgrace of human 
nature, the diſtemper and diſeaſes of the mind; and there - 
fore entirely to be ſubdued and eradicated was the abſurd 
and extravagant opinion of the ſtoic philoſophers. Hence 
they inferred, that hopes and fears were not only -unne- 
ceſſary, but inconvenient and hurtful, and therefore ſhould 
not be the ſprings and principles of our actions. That we 
ſhould not be deterred fromimmorality by the apprehenſions 
of conſequent ſhame and puniſhment, nor purſue any good 
and defign from the expectation of a future re- 
ward; but in ſhort, that virtue ſhould be eſteemed and em- 
braced for its native beauty and intrinſicperfeftion. In con- 
formĩty to thĩs erroneous ſentiment, they endeavoured, though 
with fruitleſs labour, wholly to extioguiſh the natural emo 
tion of the ſoul, and pretended to court virtue under bo 
views of advantage, but for its own inherent excellence.
